‘(On the morning after we arrived at our cave,” 
coatiaues Hare in his narration, ‘‘we divided the 
plunder we had taken in our last exploit, on the 
same equitable principles which had governed 

. us from our first setting out. We then set about 
to make ourselves comfortable for a few days 
repose, but on looking round found that we hed 
nothing left to eat, with the exception of the 
meat that remained from the last evening’s sup- 
pes, and a small quantity of parched Indiana 

corn that my mem had obtained from a squaw 
who lived in a miserable cabin on our track, and 
with whom they had managed to make them- 

selves peculiarly familiar. This state of things 

éalled on me for an effort, and as I was the best 
shot in the party, I was called upom to throw 
my gun on my shoulders and set out on a bunt. 

I accordingly set out, and.soon brought down a 

deer and a couple of wild turkies, which being 
properly taken care of, saved us fram anxiety 
oa the score of our eupboard for several days. 

The care of our horses, however, gave us more 

concern than provisions for ourselves. It was 
imprudent to keep them any longer at Hayfoot’s, 
as their stay at his house had already given 
ise to mach inquiry, and the occasional appear- 
ance of my two companions to look after and 
use them, naturally excited curiosity as to who

Tragedy—Marriage—and Law. 
The following is an suthentic account of an 
extraordinary tregedy, which occurred.in the 
lower part of Kentucky Jast February. It is ta- 
ken from the “ Frankfort Commonwealth.” One 
t of interest arises from a question ‘of law, 
which is understood differently by different per- 
sons. It seems that the Supreme Court of Ten- 
nessee, has decided that a marriage is void, un- 
less a license is obtained, and all the requisitions 
of the State observed. This is contrary to the 
common law, and to the uniform current of de. 
cisions. The law, as decided in England, and 





Marriage is a simple contract. 

2. That this ceatract of marriage constitutes a
